Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Annual  Report  for  1966.  Details  will 
be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report,  the  main  items  are  summarised 
as  follows  i- 

Ponulation 

The  estimated  population  showed  little  change.  There 
has  been  an  increase  of  approximately  22/  in  population  since  1947. 

Births 

The  Birth-rate  showed  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year, 
and  is  considerably  higher  than  the  National  rate. 

The  number  of  Still  Births  and  Illegitimate  Births 
was  the  same  as  for  1965.  Both  are  above  the  20  year  average 
1947/66. 

Mortality 

The  General  death-rate  was  lower  than  the  preceding  year, 
and  considerably  less  than  the  National  death-rate. 

There  was  a large  decrease  in  the  number  of  Cancer 
deaths  and  the  Cancer  death-rate  is  much  lower  than  the  National  rate. 

There  was  an  increase  in  Infant  deaths  resulting  in  an 
Infant  Mortality  rate  much  higher  than  the  National  rate.  This  is 
the  only  real  adverse  vital  statistic  for  the  District. 

There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis  during 

the  year. 

Infectious  Disease 

There  were  very  few  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during 
the  year.  A summary  is  given  on  page  9 of  Immunisations  and 
Vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  Western  Area  for  1966. 

A high  proportion  of  our  children  and  young  persons  are 
protected  against  the  major  infectious  diseases. 

Environmental  Hygiene 

The  shops,  stores  and  environs  of  the  District  reached  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness. 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  adequate 
and  efficient. 

The  Council's  housing  programme  has  provided  modern 
living  conditions  for  all  in  need  of  these  facilities. 

The  town  drainage  is  adequate,  but  the  method  of  sewage 
disposal  may  have  to  be  re-considered  on  a long  terra  basis. 
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With  the  advent  of  the  Refineries  and  Oil  Terminals, 
the  problems  of  oil  atmospheric  pollution  have  arisen.  There 
has  been,  so  far,  no  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution  to  warrant 
uneasiness  from  a health  point  of  view.  There  ha3,  on  the  other 
hand,  been  considerable  oil  pollution,  and  the  potential  danger 
from  this  is  of  a high  order. 

Rodent  control  is  now  supervised  by  Rentokil.  It 
would  appear  that  this  Company  are  fulfilling  their  contract 
satisfactorily,  and  no  doubt  will  be  submitting  routine  reports  to 
the  Council. 

Conclusion 

I wish  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Thomas,  the  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  his  staff,  for  the  day  to  day  control  of  public 
health  matters,  and  to  other  officers  and  departments  of  the  Council 
for  their  assistance  and  guidance. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council,  and  particularly  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  their 
continued  support  and  co-operation  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
health  and  hygiene  of  the  District.

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GENERAL  HYGIENE  AMD  SANITATION 


1.  Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  private  dwellings  and 
premises  within  the  uroan  area  and  is  disposed  of  at  the  Priory  refuse 
tip  where  a tractor  and  trailer  are  used  for  controlled  tipping  methods. 

Collection  is  made  by  two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  rear  loading 
freighters  and  one  Karrier  7 cu.yd.  side  loader. 

Approximately  1,180  properties  are  now  served  by  a paper 
sack  refuse  collection  system,  the  remainder  receiving  a kerbside 
collection  from  an  assortment  of  containers. 

2.  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  estimated  that  97.6%  of  the  premises  in  the  urban  area 
are  connected  to  the  public  sewer.

4.  Sewers 


Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when  two 
hundred  and  six  manholes  were  baited. 


One  full-time  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry 
out  surveys  and  treatments  for  rodent  infestation.  Poisons  used 
are  arsenious  oxide,  zinc  phosphide  and  warfarin.

There  are  two  caravan  sites  in  the  area,  one  at  Court  Farm, 
Liddaston,  and  the  other  at  Observatory  Hall.  Each  have  permission 
for  six  caravans.
